Several other Omaha men have also 
come in for large profits, but no figures 
have been announced. Roberts cleaned 
up the last of his corn on Thursday’s 
advance, the remnants of his 6,000,000 
bushels being sold out for May at 
$1.70%. |

erts has made more money than any 
of the local or other outside traders, 
and that there has never been a time 
when such huge profits have been se- 
cured in so short a time. 

Corn Again Jumps 9 Cents. _ 

A jump of 9 cents in corn yesterday 
was due to a scare created by a report 
‘that the world was to return to a war 
bread basis, but Roberts was not in- 
terested in it. Omaha men are talking 
about the killings they have made 
while Chicago operators have not been 
able to get direct lines on the big 
‘pperations which have been through 
commission houses, 

Most of the local operators have for 
the greater part of the time been afraid 
that corn prices were too high and 
feared to enter the market on a large 

- Short Crop Made Roberts Bull. 

Roberts has been a believer in corn 
since last fall, as the Nebraska corn 
crop was short and all ‘Nebraska has 
been bullish on the high feeding value 
of the yellow grain and the high prices 
for hogs and cattle. He was “long” 
millions of bushels last winter when 
the price dropped from $1.42 fo $1.10% 
in thirty days, reaching the lowest 
point on Feb. 7. His lines were carried 
down through the 30 cent break and 
increased around the low point. 

Those who know George A. Roberts 
say he was a farmer's boy at the start 
and learned the grain business from 
operating a country elevator. A few 
years prior to the world’s war he was 
working in a small town out in Ne- 
braska running a grain elevator and 
earning $75 a month.

MINE PERILED 
THE LEVIATHAN 


EW YORK, April 25.—[{Special.] 
—Some of the officers of the Le- 
viathan reported, on its arrival 

_ today, that the giant troopship 
missed a mine by only thirty feet while 
off the Grand banks of Newfoundland 
on Tuesday morning. These officers 
said only quick thinking and expert 
seamanshsip prevented a disaster to 


Other officers of the vessel are frank- 

ly skeptical of the story. These skep- 
tics say that had the mine been seen 
the Leviathan would have halted its 
journey long enough to destroy the 
mine for the sake of seagoing hu- 
manity and that such a stop was not 
made. 
Those officers who insist that the 
mine was passed said the Leviathan 
had been warned to look out for a 
floating mine the day before by the 
transport Mount Vernon, which had 
preceded them. On receipt of the radio 
warning the course of the Leviathan 
was changed and it sailed nearly 100 
miles to the southward of the location 
of the mine as given by the other 
transport. 

They add that the floating infernal 
machine or one like it was sighted dead 
ahead of the transport at 10:30 a m. 
by Lieuterant Commander Harold Cun- 
ningham, who was on the bridge. A 
desperate whirl of the wheel sent the 
steamship past the mine with a margin 
of safety of ten yards. |

BELLICOSE EUROPE 

It was at Rome in his addrese of Jan. 3 that Mr. 
Wilson said: 

“In other words, our task is no less colossal than 
this: to set up a new international psychology, to 
have a new atmosphere.” 

That was nearly four months ago. So far as we 
can observe the new international psychology has 
not yet been set up, the new atmosphere has not 
yet arrived. On the contrary, the old psychology 
and the old atmosphere seem more intense and in- 
destructible than ever. The Italians, for example, 
did not take Mr. Wilson’s hint. D’Annunzio is 
again thundering forth his appeals to arms, Italy 
defies the world to take from her what she holds. 
Rather than accept the Wilsonian formula she 
threatens to. desert the Paris conference and leave 
the once ardent hopes of a league of peace high and 
dry on the reef of imperialism. Fiume was not 
given to her even in the London treaty, but Italy 
now declares “ Fiume or fight.” 

There is certainly nothing new about this psy- 
chology. From the Urals to the British channel we 
can find no signs of any psychology that is newer 
than that of Cain and Abel. Everybody is fighting 
everybody else. Europe is more belligerent than it 
has been in modern times. 

We think America would do well to draw conclu- 


for two objects, one was to remove the menace of 
Prussian world conquest; the other was to help 
create a situation in Europe and the world which 
should stabilize international relations in the inter- 
ests of an enduring peace. Our president declared 
repeatedly that we had not entered European pol 
itics to make-alliances or sustain balances of power, 
that we had no selfish ends to serve, that we were 
interested only in helping to create a new basis of 
international accord.
